Shall We Vote 
For Bonds? 


First, are we a progressive and 
forward looking people? Or are 
we willing to sit down and thus 
go back to the dozen years ago 
and remai nthere while the rest 
of the world sweeps on toward 
higher and better things? The 
answer to this question will be 
heard when the ballot boxes are 
answered on next Wednesday 
when the votes on the proposed 
$20,000 bond issue ballots are 
counted. 

The last three years has seen 
4 wonderfuk transformation take 
place in Whitesburg. The end 
of this wonderful transforming 
is not yet if the proposed bond 
issue is approved by the -yoters. 
To do this is an opportunity that 
will most probably never come 
© us again or our children. Great 
sums of money are to be spent 
on public improvements in the 
Jnited States in the next year, 
or two. Whether we provide to 
receive our part of it depends 
upon ourselves to provide for the 
means of spending it. If we 
jon’t that money will go “some- 
where else, 

Had you thought of what 
spending $20,000 in public works 
would mean for Whitesburg? 
Should we provide for this sum 
the Federal Government will 
match it by around $160,000. 
Probably we do not need to have 
that much meney spent for pub 
lie improvements. Should. we 
provida, only .$40,000 then our 
Federal appropriation would-be 
$80,000. Would our taxes be high- 
er? Well probably a little, but 
would not the increase in value 
of the property far overcome 
this? 

Whitesburg has in the past 
two years done well in public 
improvements, but go to Hazard, 
Harlan, Cumberland, Pikeville, 
Paintsville, Prestonsburg and see 
what these towns ha e done and 

doing by showing their ae- 
tivity in putting up a little money 
to induce Federal aid. Shall 
Whitesburg stop in its tracks and 
lag behind these progressive 
mountain cities? Let the answer 
be “no” on next Tuesday. 

‘And, did you know that Whites- 
burg is in better condition fin- 
ancially than any of the towns 
mentioned above? The truth is, 
according to records kept by the 
City Council, if all the outstarid- 
ing debts due the town were paid 
the city would owe only around 
$3,100 and this is not due to be 
paid till 1945. 

Again, don’t stop the public 
works; while the ball is rolling 
keep it rolling. And, remember 
that if we don’t reach for these 
Government expenditures other 
towns and cities will. Let’s have 
another bridge or so, a modern 
city hall, more and more street 
improvements and more new 
streets. Vote “Yes” on the Bond 
Issue.
